for the sexual arousal of an adult audience. 

Considerations under s3of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
have been weighed against the right to freedom of expression as set out in s14of the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The manner in which the publication deals with 
matters of sex renders the availability of the publication likely to be injurious to the 
public good unless it is restricted to an adult audience.
